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INTERIOR  CONSTRUCTION  OF  NEW 
BUILDING  PROGRESSES  RAPIDLY 


SEVERAL  GOVERNOR  DUMMER

Very  rapid  progress  is  being  made  in  the 
construction  of  the  New  Building.  The  ex- 
terior of  the  unit  is  nearly  complete.  The 
tiling  of  the  roof  is  finished,  the  blinds  have 
been  put  in  place,  and  outside  stair-railings 
have  been  added  at  the  various  entrance  doors. 

All  work  is  now  being  concentrated  on  the 
interior  portions.  The  heating,  air-condition- 
ing, electrical,  and  plumbing  units  have  been 
set  up,  and  the  plastering  on  the  first  three 
floors  is  finished,  as  well  as  the  tiling  for  the 
washrooms.  In  the  basement  the  cement 
floors  are  being  laid,  and  the  new  school  store 
area  is  rapidly  taking  shape.  A  feature  of  the 
store  is  the  north  wall  which  is  made  almost 
entirely  of  glass  blocks  in  order  to  admit  the 
maximum  amount  of  light. 

On  the  first  floor  preparations  are  in 
progress  for  the  installation  of  the  wood 
paneling  in  the  entrance  hall  and  over  the 
fireplace  in  the  living  room.  Most  of  the 
cornices  and  mouldings  are  already  in  place, 
and  two  huge  book  cases  reaching  from  the 
ceiling  to  the  floor  have  been  set  up  on  the 
north  wall  of  the  living  room  opposite  the 
fireplace.  In  Mr.  Eames'  office  the  paneling, 
baseboards,  and  mouldings  have  been  in- 
stalled, while  a  sound-absorbing  ceiling  has 
been  finished  over  the  main  school  office. 

The  second  floor,  which  contains  nine  boys' 
rooms  and  a  master's  study,  bedroom,  and 
bath,  has  progressed  with  great  speed.  In 
place  is  all  the  woodwork,  and  much  of  the 
painting  has  been  completed.  Each  of  the 
boys'  rooms  compares  approximately  in  size 
with  the  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  Moody 
House. 

The  two  large  recreation  rooms  on  the  third 
floor  are  almost  completely  finished.  The 
woodwork  and  painting  is  done,  and  the  floors 
have  been  laid. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eames  spent  much  time 
during  the  winter  selecting  the  rugs,  chairs, 
curtains,  lighting  fixtures,  and  other  interior 
equipment,  for  the  building  will  be  equipped 
in  the  most  modern  manner.  The  placement 
of  the  furniture  has  already  been  planned,  and 
everything  is  in  readiness  for  the  day  when 
the  interior  construction  is  completed. 


A  number  of  men  from  the  ranks  of  the 
Governor  Dummer  alumni  have  recently 
either  been  drafted  or  have  enlisted  in  the 
United  States  Army.

Portland  Harbor,  Maine.  Two  graduates  in

Faget 
holds  a  commission  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the 
regular  army,  while  Kirkpatrick  is  in  the 
anti-tank  corps  at  Fort  Blandon,  Florida. 

Lee  Ackerman  of  the  Class  of  1939  is  pre- 
paring to  take  examinations  for  admittance 
to  the  air  training  corps  at  Pensacola.

Drawing  his  text  from  nature,  Dr.  English 
compared  people  with  two  small  lakes.  The 
first  lake  has  both  an  inlet  and  an  outlet  and 
remains  clear  and  pure ;  the  second  lake,  how- 
ever, has  only  an  inlet  and  soon  becomes 
muddy  and  stagnant. 

Just  so  in  life,  pointed  out  Dr.  English, 
people  who,  at  the  same  time  as  they  are 
receiving  benefits,  give  out  a  proportionate 
amount  become  pure  and  fruitful  members  of 
society,  and  their  lives  are  enriched  by  the 
experience  of  giving.  On  the  other  hand, 
those  who  are  selfish  and  who  only  receive 
soon  are  the  dregs  in  society,  and  their  lives 
are  useless  for  the  greater  purposes  of  man- 
kind.

Dr.  Leland  chose  as  his  Vesper  subject  the 
art  of  living.  There  will  always  be  people  we 
dislike,  he  said,  but  we  must  learn  to  examine 
ourselves  in  order  to  make  sure  that  the  blame 
does  not  belong  with  us.  We  must  use  im- 
agination and  understanding  in  dealing  with 
others. 

Humility,  Dr.  Leland  explained,  is  necessary 
if  we  are  to  get  along  with  people,  for  we 
should  not  be  too  convinced  of  our  own 
superiority.  To  get  the  most  out  of  living, 
we  should  become  agents  of  good-will  in 
society,  for  one  of  the  chief  manifestations  of 
God  is  through  those  who  sacrifice  all  to  help 
others.

Mr.  Stott  spoke  on  the  power  of  habit. 
Habits,  he  pointed  out,  are  absolutely  neces- 
sary, but  can  be  very  dangerous,  for  once  an 
action  is  done,  it  is  easier  to  do  it  again. 

Mr.  Stott  explained  that  the  habits  that 
are  being  formed  now  will  form  us  in  later 
life,  therefore,  a  careful  choice  must  be  made 
in  respect  to  what  types  of  habits  are  being 
built. 


The  speaker  stated  that  if  bad  habits  are 
to  be  broken,  the  only  method  is  to  act 
definitely  in  the  opposite  direction.  No  ex- 
ceptions can  be  allowed,  and  virtuous  inten- 
tions are  of  no  use  whatsoever.

The  relationship  of  religion  to  everyday  life 
was  explained  by  Dr.  Calkins.  Religion 
should  not  be  a  once-a-week  proposition  or  an 
entirely  separate  item  on  the  daily  schedule. 
Religion,  he  said,  is  instead  a  pervading 
attitude  towards  life,  an  all-encompassing 
spirit  of  life.  Religion  should  exist  all  day 
long,  every  day  in  the  year. 

Qualities  which  manifest  religion  in  every- 
day conduct  are  straightforwardness,  breadth 
of  mind,  interest  in  fellow  men,  reverence, 
kindness,  culture,  courtesy,  and  above  all, 
truth  in  everything.  Religion  is  with  us  every 
minute  when  we  call  forth  these  qualities  in 
the  conduct  of  our  daily  activities.

As  a  result  of  the  interest  shown  in  the  first 
Book  Fair  held  on  December  7  and  in  answer 
to  numerous  requests,  a  second  Fair  was 
arranged  in  the  Library  by  Mr.  Freiday, 
school  librarian,  on  Sunday,  March  2.  The 
books  were  supplied  again  through  the 
courtesy  of  Mr.  John  C.  Campbell  of 
Personal  Book  Shop  in  Boston. 

A  feature  of  this  second  exhibit  was 
display  of  a  series  of  books  on  aviation,  and 
machines  and  engines,  particularly  Diesel 
engines.  These  items  were  requested  by  the 
boys  and  were  received  with  much  interest. 
Other  series  of  books  were  shown  on  art, 
current  plays  and  the  stage,  music,  and 
photography. 

Mr.  Freiday's  selection  of  volumes  included 
an  even  wider  variety  of  literature  than  that 
in  the  first  Book  Fair.  Miscellaneous  books 
ranged  from  Out  of  the  Night  by  Jan  Valjean 
to  Clowning  Through  Baseball  by  Al  Schacht.

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COLLEGE  REQUIREMENTS 


Uppermost  in  the  mind  of  each  senior 
should  be  the  thought  that  the  beginning  of  a 
college  career  is  very  near  at  hand.  Prepara- 
tion for  this  objective  should  be  the  chief 
factor  in  the  school  life  of  senior  students. 
Unfortunately,  most  of  the  older  boys  are 
likely  to  think  that  scholastic  preparation  is 
all  that  is  necessary;  however,  the  develop- 
ment of  responsibility,  self-control,  leadership, 
and  common  sense  are  almost  more  important, 
for  these  qualities  must  be  present  before 
proper  scholastic  preparation  can  be  achieved. 

Self-control  and  responsibility  should  be 
exercised  by  seniors  in  respect  to  everyday 
work.  Self-control  comes  into  play  when  a 
boy  forces  himself  to  study  on  Sunday  after- 
noons or  at  times  when  there  are  distracting 
elements  about  him.  Responsibility  is  shown 
when  it  is  no  longer  necessary  for  the  masters 
to  constantly  check  upon  whether  the  student 
is  doing  his  utmost  in  courses.  Seniors  must 
take  it  upon  themselves  and  must  force  them- 
selves to  study  to  the  greatest  degree  of  which 
they  are  capable.  They  should  be  willing  to 
do  extra  work  for  their  own  advancement  and 
they  should  regard  study  halls,  whether  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  a  master  or  in  their 
own  rooms,  as  an  opportunity  for  work  which 
cannot  be  lost. 

Though  leadership  is  not  as  closely  con- 
nected with  actual  study  as  the  qualities  of 
responsibility  and  self-control,  yet  the  de- 
velopment of  it  is  necessary  before  a  boy  can 
realize  upon  his  own  innate  ability.  Inner 
stamina  and  courage,  which  are  the  com- 
ponent parts  of  leadership,  must  be  present  if 


real  progress  is  to  be  made  in  any  branch  of 
endeavor.  Thus  the  establishment  of  leader- 
ship qualities  indirectly  establishes  good  habits 
in  all  undertakings.  Seniors  must  realize  that 
upon  them  rests  the  burden  of  setting  the 
proper  example  for  the  others  in  the  school. 
In  the  dining  hall,  at  vespers,  in  athletics,  and 
in  study  halls  it  should  be  the  seniors  who 
frown  upon  any  departure  from  the  regula- 
tions, and  by  their  example  and  attitude  the 
proper  standard  of  conduct  should  be  made 
clear  to  all  the  other  boys. 

Outside  of  school,  also,  it  is  essential  that 
the  seniors  be  particularly  careful  of  their 
actions.  It  is  by  them  rather  than  by  the 
younger  boys  that  the  school  is  judged.  It  is 
the  older  boys  who  carry  the  name  and  spirit 
of  the  academy  with  them  when  in  contact 
with  outsiders.  It  is  the  seniors  who  are 
constantly  subjected  to  the  most  thorough  and 
careful  scrutiny,  and  careless  Avords  and 
actions  can  only  bring  discredit  to  themselves 
and  to  Governor  Dummer. 

Behind  all  the  above  qualities  is  the  one 
quality  of  common  sense.  This  is  achieved 
only  by  self-training  in  thought  and  action. 
It  is  developed  only  by  a  clear  evaluation  of 
facts  and  fancies  and  by  a  refusal  to  be 
blinded  by  the  false  and  artificial  aspects  of 
life.  If  common  sense  is  not  an  important 
part  of  the  equipment  of  each  boy,  his  chances 
for  adequate  preparation  for  college  and  for 
ultimate  success  once  in  college  are  very, 
very  small. 

Complete  and  sound  preparation  for  college 
is  an  all-embracing  proposition  and  is  not  con- 
fined by  any  means  to  scholastic  effort  alone. 
The  development  of  traits  of  character  is  just 
as  essential  and  is  the  foundation  upon  which 
a  successful  college  career  is  based.  And 
seniors  must  not  forget  that  the  colleges  them- 
selves do  not  choose  candidates  on  the  basis 
of  scholarship  alone,  but  the  qualities  of 
self-control,  responsibility,  leadership,  and 
common  sense  as  evidenced  in  a  boy's  school 
life  weigh  very  heavily  in  their  judging  of  the 
potentialities  of  the  applicant.

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A  POT  POURRI  OF  IMPRESSIONS

There  are  definite  responsibilities  attached 
to  travelling  which  never  occur  to  most  people. 
When  we  analyze  our  reactions  after  a  journey 
to  another  country,  we  base  our  opinions  on 
the  places  that  we  have  visited  and  the  people 
whom  we  have  met.  The  percentage  of  the 
population  which  we  actually  contacted  was 
very  small,  a  mere  drop  in  the  ocean.  And 
yet  we  are  prepared  to  judge  that  country, 
its  people,  institutions,  buildings,  and  every- 
thing else  in  it  on  the  minute  fraction  that 
we  were  able  to  see  during  our  visit.  The 
tendency  to  generalize  from  insufficient  data 
is  a  very  common  fault.  And  so  we  should 
remember  that  the  people  whom  we  met  are 
probably  judging  our  country  by  the  im- 
pression that  we  have  created.  Whether  we 
like  it  or  not,  we  do  represent  our  country 
when  we  travel  abroad.  We  may  not  be  the 
type  that  our  government  would  choose  as 
its  representatives;  if  not,  we  should  be  all 
the  more  careful  not  to  represent  it  badly. 

My  special  "bete-noire"  is  the  Englishman 
who  makes  a  two  week  "tour"  of  the  United 
States,  returns  home,  and  writes  a  book  on 
his  impressions,  for  he  cannot  escape  those 
rash  generalizations  that  are  nearly  always 
inaccurate.  Most  of  these  commentaries  on 
American  life  are  caricatures.  Their  purpose 
is  to  raise  a  laugh.  They  are  either  too 
flippant  or  too  critical;  some  are  even 
malicious.  The  same  applies  to  most  American 
accounts  of  English  life.  Between  the  two 
they  create  many  false  ideas  and  prejudice  any 
attempts  at  achieving  a  closer  understanding, 
which  is  so  vital  to  us  today,  between  the  two 
English-speaking  democracies. 

It  is  a  popular  conception,  and  one  that  is 
not  entirely  false,  that  the  Englishman  divides 
up  the  world  into  two  parts.  There  is  England 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  rest  of  the  world  on 
the  other.  Until  this  war  broke  out,  the  average 
American  considered  that  England  was  "a 
backward  little  island,  inhabited  by  a  con- 
ceited race  of  people,  hidebound  by  old-world 
traditions".  And  yet  he  had  a  sneaking 
hankering  after  those  old  traditions.  Nearly 
all  American  visitors  are  impressed  one  way 
or  another  by  the  town  or  village  from  which 
their  ancestors  emigrated.  Some  react  in  the 
"I  don't  wonder  they  left"  way,  others  are 


caught  by  the  fascination  that  England  does 
exert  on  some  people. 

But  the  average  Englishman's  opinion  of 
the  average  American  was  not  entirely  flatter- 
ing either.  America's  millions  were  also  con- 
ceited, and  mercenary-minded  to  boot. 

Now  this  is  very  interesting.  Each  nation 
thinks  that  the  other  is  too  darned  conceited. 
Unwittingly  they  have  picked  on  a  human 
weakness  that  knows  no  national  boundaries. 
Man  is  conceited  by  nature.  He  loves  to 
receive  praise,  although  he  does  not  often 
hand  it  out.  But  what  is  most  interesting  is 
the  way  in  which  each  nation  expresses  its 
conceit. 

English  life  coasts  along,  skillfully  avoiding 
the  bustle  that  characterizes  not  only  the  life 
in  the  larger  cities  but  even  in  the  small  towns 
of  the  United  States.  Since  the  American 
has  so  little  time  to  devote  to  any  one  person, 
he  has  to  make  an  impression  as  quickly  as 
possible.  The  easiest  way  to  accomplish  this 
is  to  do  all  the  talking  and  to  bring  in  "I"  as 
often  as  possible.  This  is  by  far  the  frankest 
method  and  probably  the  most  satisfactory  in 
that  it  avoids  any  beating  around  the  bush. 
The  "I"  method  is  very  much  frowned  upon 
in  England.  More  than  anything  else  it  is 
one  of  the  things  that  are  not  done.  But  the 
Englishman  is  only  human,  and  even  he  has 
to  have  some  outlet  for  his  self-conceit.  Since 
the  direct  method  is  forbidden,  he  has  to  use 
"windlasses"  and  "assays  of  bias".  He  drops 
hints  (not  too  vague)  which  encourage  the 
person  whom  he  wishes  to  impress  to  ask  him 
leading  questions.  Then  he  can  modestly 
admit  that  he  has  a  scratch  handicap  or  that 
he  was  John  Smith  mentioned  in  the  birthday 
honors.  The  Englishman's  indirect  method, 
probably  due  to  the  influence  of  "la  galanterie 
francaise",  is  far  less  certain  of  success.  Per- 
haps that  is  why  he  never  makes  such  a  good 
impression. 

Through  constant  practice  the  American 
has  reached  a  stage  when  he  can  say  all  that 
he  wants  to  about  himself  in  the  least  possible 
time.  This  is  known  as  his  "line".  Every 
male  has  his  line;  some  are  more  effective 
than  others.  To  offset  this  concentrated 
attack,  every  female  also  has  a  line.  Her's  is

usually  the  one  of  least  resistance,  because  the 
American  is  by  nature  a  very  friendly  person. 
This  brings  me  to  the  celebrated  American 
hospitality.  It  may  also  spring  from  the 
desire  to  impress.  Howbeit,  the  American 
does  certainly  go  out  of  his  way  to  make  you 
feel  at  home.  He  gives  you  a  boisterous 
welcome  as  soon  as  you  arrive.  He  believes 
in  the  inherent  good  of  man.  The  amazing 
part  of  it  all  is,  that  this  hospitality  has  been 
going  on  for  some  considerable  time,  and  he 
is  not  yet  disillusioned. 

Contrast  with  this  the  Englishman's  atti- 
tude towards  foreigners.  He  distrusts  all 
foreigners  on  principle.  He  admittedly  feels 
safer  with  an  American,  because  the  latter 
almost  speaks  his  language.  Yet  he  will  not 
put  himself  out  in  the  least  to  entertain 
visitors  to  his  country,  unless  he  can  have  a 
good,  long  time  in  which  to  look  them  over. 
If,  however,  he  does  decide  to  trust  them  at 
the  end  of  the  probationary  period  (this  will 
not  usually  be  less  than  one  month),  he  really 
makes  quite  a  fuss  of  them. 

One  very  profound  impression  that  has  been 
made  during  my  stay  here  in  America  is  the 
standardization  of  the  life  of  young  Americans 
of  both  sexes.  American  youths  conform 
utterly  to  unwritten  social  laws,  at  least  so  it 
appears  to  the  interested  stranger.  Every 
boy  resembles  every  other  boy,  and  every  girl 
resembles  every  other  girl.  It  is  especially 
noticeable  amongst  girls.  They  all  eat  the 
same  food,  wear  the  same  style  of  clothes,  do 
their  hair  in  standard  fashion,  walk  in 
identically  the  same  way,  and  carry  their 
books    as   if    to    a   set   pattern. 

At  first  you  might  think  that  you  could 
pick  out  any  boy  or  any  girl  as  a  fair  repre- 
sentative of  the  youth  as  a  whole.  When  you 
try  this,  you  realize  that  your  first  impression 
was  false.  Each  youth  is  an  individual  with 
his  or  her  own  personality.  Like  lobsters  their 
exterior  shell  is  set  to  a  pattern,  but  inside 
they  differ  widely.  This  standardization  of 
the  exterior  might  be  tyrannical  if  it  were  not 
accepted  willingly. 

Standing  quite  in  contrast  to  the  standard- 
ization of  exterior  manner  and  style  is  the 
individualism  derived  from  the  pioneer  tra- 
dition of  the  American's  ancestors.  There  are 
few  ways  in  which  he  can  still  be  an  individual 
in  modern  society.  However,  he  does  get  a 
chance  in  his  athletics.  I  was  surprised  when 
I  saw  how  even  those  athletes  who  are  not 


above  the  average  will  specialize  in  one  sport. 
The  idea  is  that  by  practicing  at  one  sport 
they  will  eventually  be  very  good  at  it. 

The  aim  of  most  English  boys  is  to  be  a 
fairly  adequate  performer  at  almost  any  game, 
for  this  helps  them  socially.  The  American 
always  aims  at  100%  efficiency  in  whatever 
he  undertakes.  He  treats  his  athletics  as 
seriously  as  the  professional.  The  English- 
man's objective  is  to  be  what  we  call  an  "all- 
rounder".  An  "all-rounder"  claims  the  same 
praise  in  England  as  the  American  athlete 
who  stands  out  in  one  sport  does  here.  The 
Englishman  finds  it  almost  as  embarrassing 
to  be  much  better  than  any  one  else  as  he 
does  to  be  the  worst. 

These  impressions  have  been  selected  at 
random.  Many  others  have  occurred  to  me, 
most  of  them  favorable  to  the  United  States. 
But  perhaps  what  has  impressed  me  most  of 
all  is  the  basic  similarity  between  the  habits, 
culture,  ambitions,  hopes,  and  fears  of  the 
average  Englishman  and  the  average  Ameri- 
can. Most  travellers  tend  to  exaggerate  the 
differences  between  nations,  thus  increasing 
the  measure  of  misunderstanding  between 
them.  To  search  for  resemblances  is  much 
more  valuable,  and  it  can  only  be  done  by 
going  to  look  for  yourself.
